It is a felony, punishable by a line of not more (limn $5,000 or imprisonment for not more than 5 years, or both, for an alien 
or other person, whether an applicant for naturalization or citizenship, or otherwise, knowingly to make a false statement unck / 
oath, either orally or in writing, in any ca.se, proceedii g, cur matter relating to, or under, or by virtue of any* law* of the United 
States relating to naturalization or citizenship. (Nationality Act of 1940, Sec. 340 (a) (d) .)
